Route 38 project “progressing well”

WILMINGTON For 
motorists in Wilmington, it has 
been a long, slow trek through 
the construction on Route 38 
these past several days, but 
Department of Public Works 
Superintendent Donald 
Onusseit has assured the Board 
of Selectman that the worst 
part of the road project may 
finally be over.

William Harnden, pioneer

Given that a couple filing jointly 
ean exclude $500,000 capital gain 
n the sale of their home, what hap- 
pens when one spouse dies? 

If the surviving spouse sells that 
house by the end of the year, 
according to IRS rules, he or she 
¢an claim the full half-million-dol- 
lar exclusion. 

But there’s another option. If the 
house was jointly owned, the sur- 
viving spouse inherits the 50-per- 
cent interest in the house at a 
stepped-up basis, at current market 
value. If the home was bought 
before 1977 and paid for by the 
deceased spouse, 100 percent is 
inherited at the stepped-up value. 
Either way, the result can be more 
worthwhile than the $250,000 
exclusion. (Come 2010, there will 
be some dollar limits on a stepped- 
up basis.) 

Note that there are special wrin- 
kles in community-property states, 
and the rules are complex. It's 
smart to see a professional.

“Hey, Mike McCoy, did you see what the (expletive) Town 
Crier did to you?” 

“What, is Joe Langone lining the pockets of the Town Crier 
now?”

We can have a new library and preserve local history 


“Dear Editor: 

I want a new library. Desper- 
ately. For a whole host of reasons 
that if I. listed them here, you 
wouldn't hardly have any room for 
other news.

What makes 
this worrisome is the Swain School 
was voted to be torn down at Town 
Meetings in 1999. Now we are 
looking to do the same at the 
Whitefield site just three years 
later. I’m fearful that our commu- 
nity has become too complacent 
and disconnected from our history 
and heritage. This should never be 
the case, as this is a position that is 
extremely valid. It deserves the 
utmost consideration and rever- 
ence.

* and $28,000 for the purchase 
of an electric truck lift for the 
mechanics garage at the 
Department of Public Works. 

ARTICLE 16 seeks to free up 
$100,000 from the Wilmington 
Middle School construction 
account for such renovations as 
the creation of computer labs 
at Wilmington High School. 
Similarly, ARTICLE 17 seeks to 
transfer available funds from 
the Fiscal Year 2002 budget to 
any accounts that may need 
them. 

With ARTICLE 18, voters will 
have the chance to approve 
approximately $200,000 in 
Chapter 90 Funds that have 
been allotted to the town by the 


state to continue to improve its 
roadways. The allotment, 
which Caira has called a 
“direct cut to the town,” makes 
for a significantly smaller 
amount than the $600,000 or so 
that was typical during the 
Commonwealth’s economical 


heydays. 

In order to continue observing 
Memorial and Veterans Days, 
voters will be asked to approve 
$5,000 under ARTICLE 19. 

To accept or not to accept? 
That is the question posed in 
ARTICLE 20, for Seneca Lane, 
Tacoma Drive, Nelson Way and 
Manning Street are all seeking 
to be accepted as town ways. 

ARTICLE 21 hopes to approve 
$2,250, so that the town may 
continue to provide headquar- 
ters for the local Veterans of 
Foreign Wars Clubhouse, the 
Marine Corp League and the 
American Legion Clubhouse. 

If approved, ARTICLE 22 will 
appropriate $100,000 that can be 
used for the community’s 
Senior Citizen Tax Work-Off 

am. 

ARTICLE 23 seeks to allow 
the Board of Selectmen and the 
town manager to continue to 
accept state and federal grants. 
Furthermore, ARTICLE 24 
hopes to continue to allow the 
Town Treasurer and Collector 
to enter various financial 
agreements with banking insti- 
tutions. ARTICLES 25 and 26 
propose that the Town 
Treasurer be authorized to con- 
tinue —_‘ Revolving Funds 
stemmed from sales of recy- 
cling bins and monies received 
from the Department of 
Environmental Protection for 
the improvement of sewer con- 
ditions. 

Should the town continue its 
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participation in the financial 
assistance program of the 
Massachusetts Water Resource 
Authority? Votes taken for 
ARTICLE 27 will determine 
whether or not the Water and 
Sewer Department will contin- 
ue to receive grants and loans 
that allow it to fund a program 
that rehabilitates the communi- 
ty’s infiltration and inflow 
reduction and sewer system. 

Residents will have the oppor- 
tunity to acquire more open 
space with ARTICLE 28, which 
offers up approximately 6 acres 
of land on Richardson’s Farm 
on Woburn Street. The proper- 
ty, which backs up to Route 93, 
contains an old house and 
scenery that, to quote Caira, is 
“wonderful and gorgeous.” The 
land is currently owned by 
Maude Richardson, who has 
worked closely with Historical 
Commission Chairperson 
Caroline Harris in sealing a 
deal that would offer the 
parcels to the town. If voters 
accept such an easement, then 
the property would not be 
allowed to be subdivided or 
altered in any way. The ease- 
ment will also come at no cost 
to the town. 

Furthermore, with ARTICLE 
33, voters will have the oppor- 
tunity to secure even more open 
space on Pilcher Drive and 
Biggar Avenue, where eight 
acres of wetlands are available. 

Caira has earmarked $550,000 
from the town’s “free cash” 
reserve to be used for the 
process that will usher the 
planning and construction of a 
new library to its bidding stage. 
ARTICLE 29 provides voters 
the chance to decide whether 
or not such funds should be 
approved. 


In the spirit of “housekeep- 
ing,” ARTICLE 31 seeks.to add 
the phrase “water and: sewer 
systems” to follow the phrase 
“walkways, streets” in a related 
by-law. 

One of the most ininjeey arti- 
cles to be taken up at Town 
Meeting will be ARTICLE 32, 
which seeks to amend the 
Zoning By-Law and the Zoning 
Map of Wilmington to..make 
way for affordable housiig for 
adults who are age 55 or-older. 
The proposal has been the 
strong focus of the Master Plan 
Committee and suggests isuch 
locations as Perry's Cornet and 
North Wilmington as''likely 
places for such housing. «

Wilmington Plaza began last 
week.

Town Clerk Kay Scanlon certi- 
fied the election results and 
swore in McCoy, Lepore, Zinan, 
Siracusa and Breakey. She said 
that she will confer with elec- 
tion officials in Boston before 
swearing in the two write-in 


winners. 

Overall, voter participation 
was 26 percent, with 3,575 vot- 
ers casting ballots. That figure 
represents a bit of a climb from 
last year’s election, in which 22 
percent of registered voters 
reported to the polls. 

“We wish more had come out, 
but this was an excellent 
return,” said Scanlon.

Onusseit — will have sig-

When Harnden started cannot 
be accurately stated. But he did 
start later than the operations 
on the Bostun & Lowell. In 1838, 
he decided he could expand his 
business. He went to 
Providence, Rhode Island and 
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payable immediately upon 
receipt, so that the firefighters’ 
widows can use them to pay 
their bills without any waiting. 
Some of the money is being 
used to start college scholar- 
ship funds for their children. It 
is worth noting that the 
Shawsheen and Middle School 
students raised more than 
$4,000. 

One way in which the fire- 
fighters raised funds was 
through a “boot drive.” Off- 
duty personnel stood at major 
thoroughfares such as 
Ballardvale Street and Route 
125 and Lucci’s and DeMoulas’ 
supermarket plazas holding 
empty fire boots, which 

were only too happy 
to fill with cash donations. 

“One day we raised $6,000 in 
two hours,” notes Firefighter 
George Driscoll. 

Another way in which they 
raised funds was by selling 
FDNY hats and t-shirts at the 
Burlington Mall during the two- 
week period _ preceding

talked with officials of the 
Boston & Providence Railroad. 
He also talked with people who 
ran a line of steamboats to New 
York City. 

Harnden seems to have been 
the first person carrying 
express between Boston and 
New York City. In 1839, he 
owned a business called the 
Boston & New York Package 
Car. He set up an office in each 
city. In New York, his brother 
Adolphus was the agent. This is 
the first mention of him. While 
it is not known where Adolphus 
Harnden was born, there is a 
record of his death — a tragic 
record. 

The two brothers seem to 
have set up a two-way schedule 
for the transportation of 
express between New York and 
Boston. One would leave Boston 
for New York about the same 
time as the other was leaving in 
the opposite direction. The 
travel was on train between

Christmas. 

Says Lieutenant McMahon, 
“It is the people of Wilmington 
who, by donating so generously, 
have enabled us to do this. We 
want you all to know that with- 
out your support, we would 
never be able to accomplish 
what we are doing there.” 

To date, about 90 percent of 
the Wilmington firefighters 
have made the journey to New 
York City at least once. 
Wilmington firefighters who 
attended the funerals include 
Lieutenant Joe McMahon and 
Firefighters Dave Currier, 
Gary Donovan, George 
Driscoll, Gary Robichaud and 
Bob Vassallo. They depart as 
early as four-thirty or five 
o'clock in the morning and 
drive between three to four 
hours to get to these funerals, 
pay their respects, visit the 
firehouses and the firefighters’ 
families, view Ground Zero, 
deliver cards, letters, and 
checks, and make the return 
journey home, reaching 
Wilmington between midnight 
and one o'clock in the morning. 
On several occasions they 
attended as many as three to 
five funerals per day, traveling 
back and forth between the 
burroughs of Manhattan, 
Brooklyn, Queens, the Bronx, 
and Staten Island. 

Says Lieutenant Brown, “As 
soon as we found out about the 
World Trade Center Tragedy, 
we packed our bags because we 
knew that it was only a matter 
of time before we got called to 
go to New York City. At first we 
were called on Thursday the 
thirteenth, then we put on hold 
on the fourteenth, only to be 
summoned again on the fif- 
teenth. There was no com- 
mand structure in place; every- 
thing was massive chaos and 
confusion. We had no idea 
what we were going to do when 
we arrived there, but we knew 
that our initial task would be to 
bring some semblance of order 
into the tumult. Initially we 
were supposed to stay down 
there for five days, but there 
was so much work to be done 
that we remained there for 


eight days. 


“The people literally cheered 
“when they saw our coats and 
helmets; it was most over- 
whelming. Despite heightened 
security, we had no problems 
getting to any place that we 
had to go. The New York City 
police officers and other offi- 
cials took one look at our 
badges and identification cards 
and allowed us complete and 
unrestricted access anytime, 
anywhere, with no questions 
asked. We had carte blanche in 
the city and could park on Fifth 
Avenue sidewalks, or even in 
the middle of the street if we 
had to. Everywhere we went, 
from the funerals to the fire- 
houses to Ground Zero, the 
Wilmington Fire Department 
patch was there. 

“The first two hours were 
spent walking around the 
perimeter at Ground Zero, at 
West and Vesey Streets observ- 
ing, taking notes, and commu- 
nicating with other police, fire, 
emergency rescue, and public 
safety personnel, who rallied 
when they saw us. Although we 
had braced ourselves for the 
worst, we soon realized that an 
infinite amount of preparation 
could not have prepared us for 
the monumental devastation 
that we were to witness. The 
first fire station that we visited, 
which is directly opposite the 
World Trade Center, houses 
Engine 10 and Ladder 10. As 
we climbed in amongst the rub- 
ble, we could hear all around us 
the sound of iron and construc- 
tion workers cutting through 
steel, 

“Ten to twelve hours later we 
were handed a preliminary list 
of names of those who were 
reported as being amongst the 
missing. We set up an emer- 
gency triage/operations com- 
mand post on the fifth floor of 
the Sheraton Hotel in 
Manhattan. We had to assess 
the numbers and the resources 
and decide who would come 
and who would stay. The brief- 
ings and debriefings were end- 
less, lasting upwards of twelve 
hours per day. In the first three 
days alone we spent about thir- 
ty hours in this manner. 

“Being up close at Ground

that cotton burned with an 
almost explosive force. The toll 
of that fire was 121 persons 
drowned, frozen, burned or 
missing. The burning of the 
Lexington became a famous 
incident in American history. 
Currier & Ives prepared a litho- 
graph of the event, which was 
widely sold. A minister in one 
of the New Jersey cities near 
New York announced that he 
was going to preach a sermon 
about the loss of the Lexington. 

That, of course, is a sidelight 
to this story, but an interesting 
one. Some friends of the dead 
captain made it a point to 
attend that church on the day 
of the sermon. The minister 
called the officers of the 
Lexington cowards or 
poltroons, because of the heavy 
loss of life. One of the friends 
stood up and said, “Sir, you are 
a liar!” That led to a lawsuit, 
and the case went all the way to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. That 
court found for the friend of the 
captain. The court ruled that 
the parishioners and others at 
the church have the choice, if 
they care to, to say “amen,” 
and conversely, if they do not 
agree, may say something else. 

Among the bodies found after 
the fire was that of Adolphus 
Harnden. He was carrying a 
packet of 121 letters. That pack- 
et was mute testimony to the 
success of the business started 
by his brother. 

William Harnden continued to 
expand the business with agen- 
cies in several other cities. He 
traveled to Europe to explore 
the idea of international serv-

ice. 
There were, of course, other 
people in the business. It was 
from these other people, and 
not William Harnden, that the 
big express companies grew. 
Within a few years, they had 
expanded, and later they 
became American Express and 
Wells Fargo. William F. 
Harnden ends up as one of the 
forerunners of those business- 
es, but not as one of the 
founders.

Zero is quite an experience. We 
saw firsthand what the whole 
world watched on television. 
Television coverage doesn’t 
even come close to describing 
what it is like there - it’s simply 
beyond the scope of human 
description or experience. 
There’s a whole spectrum of 
underpinnings that is simply 
unfathomable unless you are 
down there in person. 

“The retired firefighters were 
invaluable in helping us to 
understand the inner workings 
of the New York City adminis- 
tration, such as how to handle a 
request for a thousand pairs of 
safety gloves. 

“Except for brief, intermittent 
return visits home, our teams 
remained in New York City for 
three weeks at a time, until the 
26th of October. I'll never for- 
get the night on which I drove 
home in the pouring rain after 
the first week spent in New 
York City. When I turned onto 
Route 62, there was a United 
States flag flying from every 
single telephone pole. It moved 
me to tears. I'll never forget 
that feeling as long as I live. 

“These events are something 
that you never get out of your 
system; it takes a lifetime to 
process it all 

According to Lieutenant 
Brown, it is probable that the 
digging at Ground Zero will be 
completed in another six weeks 
or so. Although the digging 
may end, the after-effects of 
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this unspeakable catastrophe 
are far from over. The stagger- 
ing repercussions of this 
tragedy continue to increase 
exponentially on a daily basis. 
There are some New York City 
firehouses from which several 
bodies - in one particular 
instance up to eleven - have not 
yet been recovered. The fami- 
lies from this particular station 
have decided to delay holding a 
memorial service until the 
search for the missing bodies is 
over, rather than go through 
the service eleven times. When 
that day arrives, there will be 
yet another memorial service 
to attend, and you can be sure 
that Wilmington’s firefighters 
will be there to support them in 
their time of need. This will 
necessitate even more trips to 
New York City, resulting in fur 
ther expenditures for the fire- 
fighters. Fundraising plans are 
already in the works for the 
sale of additional FDNY hats 
and t-shirts, possibly starting 
as early as Memorial Day and 
continuing through 
Wilmington’s annual Fun on 
the Fourth celebration. In the 
meantime, anyone wishing to

Ryan Layton and Mark Jepson 
of Wilmington, and Anthony 
Castellano of Tewksbury have all 
committed to attend Wagner Col- 
lege in Staten Island, N.Y., and 
consider it the realization of a life- 
long dream to play for the school’s 
Division 1-AA football team. 

They will join up with Tewks- 
bury natives Adam Fuller (assis- 
tant coach) and Ryan Carlson (a 
freshman) who are there now. 

“(Playing for a Division One 
college is) what I based my whole 
career on, it’s been my dreamsince 
Pop Warner,” said Jepson. 
“Wagner (College) isn’t a name 
people think of, but the opportunity 
is there.” 

Allthree had stellar high school 
careers. Jepson was a standout 

ing back and track star for 
Wilmington High. However, his 
senior year was cut short when he 
broke his leg midway through the 
football season. He has since en- 
rolled at Bridgeton Academy in 
Maine, where this season he con- 
verted to wide receiver, averaging 
22.4yards per catch, and amassing 
over 500 yards. 

Castellano was named thestart- 
ing fullback and defensive end for 
Austin Prepin his sophomore year, 
and the team went on to win the 
1999 Division 6 Super Bowl. In ad- 
dition, he is a two-time Catholic 
Central League All-Star, three-time 
Eastern Mass. All-Star, and was 
named a Boston Herald and Lowell 
Sun All-Scholastic selection. Healso 
holds numerous school rushing and 
scoring records. 

Layion holds the Malden Catho- 
licschool record for the most yards 
and most touchdowns in a game. 
The senior tailback set both marks 
with a 30-yard, five-touchdown 
performance against Xaverian of 
New York intheir first game of this 
past season. He also is second 
among Malden Catholic’s all-time 
single season rushing leaders. 

All indications are these three 
athletes won't be changing their 
approach to the game. The only 
difference is they will be facing 
bigger, tougher, and stronger op- 


“T'mstill going tohavethesame 
frame of mind as I had in high 
school,” said Layton. “I will have 
to keep my edge. I can excel in 
college as I have in high school, but 
I'll have to work harder.” 

Castellano and Jepson are also 
confident in their ability to play 
Division One football. However, 
they will have to adjust to playing 
with - and against - equally skilled 
and confident players. 

“(Division One football) will be 
a lot more competitive,” said 
Castellano. “In high school I was 
always one of biggest on the field, 
but now everyone will be the same 
size, and just as strong as me.” 

One person who has confidence 
in their ability to play in Division 
One collegiate football is Fuller, a 
former standout football player for 
Tewksbury High (Class of '%). 
After high school, Fuller played 
for Sacred Heart University, where 
he was named a Division IT Non- 
scholarship All-American, and in 
his senior year he was voted team 
captain and captain of the Na- 
tional All-Star Bowl Team. Prior to 
Wagner, Fuller coached at Worces- 
ter ic Institute (WPI) 

“He just popped into the picture 
one day,” said Castellano. “He 
called my coach, and we really 
didn’t know about Wagner, it wasn’t 
like a familiar school.” 

None of the recruits had ever 
heard of the school. Many were 
visiting schools with higher pro- 
files, such as the University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst. But all 
three said they listened to Fuller 
because of his honest, low-key ap- 


“I was being recruited by a lot 
of Atlantic 10 schools, but (Fuller) 
was really good to me,” said 
Castellano. 


For Castellano, Layton ani 
Jepson, the recruiting process in- 
volved several phone calls and 
visits with many colleges. All three 
wereimpressed withWagner’s cani- 
pus and their proximity to New 
York City. 

The school also had a winning 
tradition under head coach Walt 
Hamelin, including 10 postseasob 
appearances in 19 seasons, and the 
19-3 win over Dayton for the 1987 
NCAA Division III National Chant 
pionship. 

Jepson, who is5'-9”, 179pounds, 
said he appreciated the opportu- 
nity given to him by Wagner. 

“I'm not 6’-2”, 250 pounds,” said 
Jepson. “It’s hard for a college to 
take a smaller kid over a larger 
kid. (But Wagner) told me they 
wanted me here. They are looking 
to win a championship over thé 
next few years, and this is the type 
of team I want to be part of.” 

According to Fuller, all three 
athletes will be given an opportur 
nity to make the starting roster, 
The fullbacks will battle for plays 
ingtime behind last year's starting 
tailback, Chris Davis. 

“After (Davis) we are looking 
for a (freshman) to step in ai 
compete for playing time and pro» 
duction,” said Fuller. “Our offen 
sive goal is to be able to establish 
the running game early and allow 
our offensive flow to derive off of 
that. 

Meanwhile, Jepson will cont 
pete for a job on the teams receiv: 
ing corps. He said the team runs 
multiple types of offense, which 
could work in his favor with hig

“The passage of Article 1, 
which was the only item that 
was presented at the Special 
Town Meeting, allows the 
transfer of $90,065 from the 
Town Manager Salary 
Escrow Account and $199,000 
from the Personnel Relations 
Review Board Salary Escrow 
to the Fire Salaries Account 
for the implementation of the 
labor agreement recently 
signed between the town and 
the AFL-CIO and the 
International Association of 
Firefighters Local 1647. The 
contract covers the period 
from June 30, 2000 to June 30, 
2003.

“Contract negotiations 
began in June of 2000 and 
lasted 18 months before a 
final proposal was accepted 
last fall by the town and the 
firefighters union.

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Elderly, Incorporated (LIFE, 
INC.), have increased the 
price of a one bedroom unit 
at Center Village to $119,000, 
a two bedroom unit at Center 
Village to $154,000, and a two 
bedroom unit at Essex 
Village to $169,000. 

“The cost of a two bed- 
room unit in Essex Village 
was $139,000 and at Center 
Village a two bedroom unit 
was $119,000 and a one bed- 
room unit was $99,000. 

“According to Josephine 
Buchanan, Executive 
Director of LIFE, INC., the 
unit prices are 80% of the 
market value assessed on the 
property. The units are 
assessed every three years. 

“There are currently 250 
people waiting for one of the 
60 units in Center Village and 
66 units in Essex Village.

lion by the time the first distri- 
butions are made in October of 
this year. Trust funds will be 
distributed to all municipalities 
who have voted to adopt the 
CPA. Each year 80 percent of 
the funds will be distributed on 
an equal percentage basis to 
participating cities and towns. 
No community may receive 
from the state more than 100 
percent of the amount raised 
locally. According to Dorrie 
Pizzella of the statewide 
Community Preservation 
Coalition, all participating 
communities are expected to 
receive 100 percent matches 
from the state in the first two 
years, In following years, the 
percentage matched may drop 
as an increasing number of 
municipalities adopt the CPA 
and the funds are spread 
among more communities. 

The remaining 20 percent of 
trust funds will be distributed 
to communities adopting the 
full three percent surcharge 
allowed under the CPA. 

State matching funds will be 
distributed on October 15 of 
each year to those towns that 
have collected the surcharge 
for a full fiscal year. The size of

the state match will depend on 
how much revenue a town or 
city raises locally. 

Property owners classified 
as low income would not have 
to pay the surcharge. Seniors 
classified as low or moderate 
income would also be exempt 
from the surcharge. Persons 
qualifying under HUD income 
guidelines could apply to the 
local Assessors office for 
exemption. Taxpayers current- 
ly exempted from paying real 
estate taxes under chapter 59 
or other laws would pay no sur- 
charge. Individuals receiving 
tax abatements would have 
their surcharge reduced as 
well. 


Who determines how funds 
will be spent? 


Communities that pass the 
CPA are required to create a 
local Community Preservation 
Committee. This committee 
would be made up of represen- 
tatives of local conservation, 
recreation, planning, and his- 
torical commissions, and the 
housing authority. Up to four 
other members could be 
appointed. The committee 
would make annual recommen-

dations to the local governing 
body on how CPA funds are to 
be’spent. That body would 
then accept, reject, or reduce 
the amounts recommended by 
the committee. Community 
preservation funds must be 
kept separate from a town’s 
regular budget. 

Each fiscal year, 10 percent 
of CPA revenue must be spent, 
or set aside for future spend- 
ing, in each of the following 
areas: open space, historic 
preservation, and affordable 
housing. The remaining 70 per- 
cent of funds may be spent on 
any of these core purposes, 
including recreational purpos- 
es. This flexibility allows cities 
and towns to determine their 
own priorities within the broad 
goals of the CPA. Reading 
could allocate up to five per- 
cent of annual revenue to cover 
operating expenses and could 
borrow money in anticipation 


of future CPA proceeds. 


A city or town could also use 
CPA revenue to match state, 
federal, or private grants, The 
state has begun to restrict 
some grant programs so that 
only communities that have 
passed the CPA may apply. 


How long will the CPA 
remain in effect? 


A city or town may opt out 
of the CPA after five years if 
the local governing body and 
the voters elect to do so. If debt 
is incurred under the CPA, 
however, a surcharge must 
remain in effect until the debt 
is paid off. 

The creation of affordable 
housing is a major goal of the 
CPA. Suburbs throughout the 
Boston area are feeling pres- 
sure from the state to provide 
more affordable housing. 
Cities and towns are expected 
to meet their requirement of 10 


percent low and moderate- 
income housing under M.G.L. 
Ch. 40B. 

Projects that serve more 
than one of the CPA's goals are 
encouraged under this state 
legislation and can lead to cre- 
ative solutions. For example, a

The 
CPA is designed to provide flex- 
ibility for towns to determine 
how to best meet their needs in 
the three target areas: open 
space, historic preservation, 
and affordable housing. 

CPA funds could be used for 
a wide variety of local needs. 
The legislation requires that 10 
percent of funds be spent (or 
set aside) each year for each of 
the three target areas. The 
remaining 70 percent, however, 
can be spent for any combina- 
tion of open space (including 
recreation), historic preserva- 
tion, or affordable housing 
uses. Under state law, CPA 
funds would be held in a new 
"Community Preservation 
Fund" that must be kept sepa- 
rate from other town funds. A 
"Community Preservation 
Committee" would be set up to 
hold hearings and recommend 
how CPA funds would be spent.

‘All about METCO’ 
in Wakefield 


» {The Director of 
Wakefield’s METCO pro- 
gram, Bridget Adams, pro- 
vided an overview of the lat- 
est happenings to the School 
Committee,” notes the 
Wakefield edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“Adams, who has held her 
position since January 1 of 
this year, profiled the pur- 
pose of the program, along 
with the history of METCO. 
This program has served the 
Boston metropolitan area 
since 1974. 

“The state-funded pro- 
gram is designed to enhance 
the opportunities available to 
inner city students, by busing 
them to suburban school dis- 
tricts for classes. 

“Currently, a total of 35 
METCO students attend 
Wakefield schools. 

“According to Deputy 
Superintendent Rosemary 
DiTullio, the program is 
affected by financial con- 


straints set by the state, but 
there was a recent increase 
in local funding. 

“There was a significant 
increase in the funding we 
receive - it went from $87,000 
to about $130,000,’ explained 
DiTullio. She added, ‘Before 
the increase, we were having 
some difficulty meeting the 
costs related to transporta- 
tion needs and it was also 
difficult to pay the (local) 
program director’s salary at 
the same time.’ 

“Not only were funding 
concerns eased, but the addi- 
tional $43,000 per year has 
enabled local schools to pro- 
vide an additional bus, used 
to transport the children in 
and out of the city. A tutorial 
program was also estab-
